| county of Wexford, and he there transacted 
as calculated a piece of effrontery as ever 
was transacted in a bank or elsewhere. Was 
there any room for doubt that it was the 
accused man, John Hornick ?

“FULL OF LIES”

and the boy who were looking for him were 
inaccurate. He said that he spent the next 
night at home. If that was so, the men 
who said that he spent the night at Dalkey, 
and particularly the man who said that he 
slept with him, were lying. 

Having reviewed other aspects of the evi- 
dence, Mre Haugh said that if they had to 
consider only the evidence of the possession 
by the accused man of the deposit receipt, 
of his cashing it in Dublin and spending the 
money afterwards, it would be so consistent 
with his guilt that they would be bound in 
their duty to bias in a verdict against the 
accused man. If they had only the evidence 
of his movements on the Sanday and Mon- 
day with the gun, and of the finding of the 
stock of the gun near the caravan and the 
barrel in his hay rick, they would still be 
bound to bring in a verdict of guilty. 


ADDRESS FOR DEFENCE 


Mr. J. L. Esmonde {instructed by Messrs. 
Huggard, Brennan and Godfrey), addressing 
the jury for the defence, said that 
the authorities had scraped the county 
of Wexford for evidence against his client. 
If the case made by the State was accurate, 
the murder was committed on llth January. 
On the next day the accused man kept his 
engagement to go to the fair.

Rey. William Burke, Administrator, West- 
land row Church, Dublin, said that he knew 
Mr. ‘Cooney about nine years ago, but had 
lost sight of him for the last five years. 
When he heard that he was ill he went to 
the nursing home at about 2 p.m. on August 
10th, but remained only a few minutes. -Mr. 
Cooney’s breathing was laboured and loud, 
and witness found that he could not carry on 
a conversation. Mr. Cooney seemed to 
recognise that witness was a priest, but wit- 
ness did not think that he recognised who 
he was. 

The evidence having concluded, 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore addressed the jury. 
Having referred to the persons who, he said, 
should have received testamentary recognition 
from the testator, he said that it was natural 
that the testator should desire to benefit 
Miss Warrington, but it was also natural 
that he should provide for his illegitimate 
son, whom he had educated, of whom he 
appeared to have been fond, and whom lhe 
had led to believe he would provide for.

QUESTIONS FOR JURY 


Speaking of what he stated took place in 
the hospital ward at the time of the making 
of the will, Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that 
the unfortunate testator was lying barely 
conscious on his bed, breathing so 
stertoriously that he could be heard in the 
corridor outside, when Mr. Fenelon produced 
the document. The sister in charge of the 
hospital described the unfortunate man at 
the time as being unconscious. 
Mr. Campbell next addressed the jury on 
behalf of the widow of the testator, and 
said that this action had been nightly 
described as the most extraordinary will suit 
that had come before a Dublin jury within 
the memory of present practitioners at the 
Bar. Counsel for the plaintiff had attacked 
the widow, because the plaintiff realised that 
the only way he could win the case was by 
prejudicing the minds of the jury by saying 
that Mrs. Cooney was the type of woman 
who deserved no sympathy from them, and 
that she was the type of person who should 
be cut out of any benefit of any kind; and 
she was put before the jury as a person of 
no responsibility or respectability, because 
she was living in sin and had been divorced 
by her husband. These matters were entirely 
irrelevaut, and the only thing the. jury would 
have to consider was whether the will was a | 
good one or not. 

“I make no attack on Miss Warrington,’ 
said Mr. Campbell, “ and, perhaps, some 
people are surprised that, because of the 
wanton and u essary attack made upon 
my client by plaintiff's counsel opening this 
vase, | did not tear that unfortunate girl to 
pieces when she was in the witness box and 
make all sort of accusations against her. 
Why should I attack this good-looking and 
attractive girl or make any suggestions 
against her? She can live her life, and Mrs. 
Cooney can live her own life, too. If I had 
put my client in the witness box, the story 
of her life would not be that suggested by 
Mr. Lavery.’’ 


“SHAME AND SCANDAL” 


Mr. Campbell said that he fully agreed 
with the statement of Mr. FitzGerald, 
counsel for the next-of-kin, about the shame 
aud scandal of depriving persons of the right 
to absolute divorce in proper circumstances. 
There was a time in this country when, 
after getting a decree of divorce here, ÁN 
if their consciences and religious beliefs per- 
mitted, had the right to go to the House of 
Lords and put through a private bill bringing 
about complete dissolution of the marriage.

If the will was 
a proper one, Miss Warrington was as well 
entitled to benefit under it as any other 
person, He did not attack her because she was, 
to say the least of it, the lady friend of the 
late Mr. Cooney—and, apparently, from the 
evidence that they had before them in that 
case, Mr. Cooney had had many lady friends 
from time to time—but he did object to the 
wanton, vicious, and unnecessary attack that 
had been made on Mrs. Cooney. He asked 
the jury to wipe everything like that out of 
their minds, and to approach the case simply 
from the point of view of dispassionately 
saying whether the will was duly executed 
by a competent testator or not.

MISS WARRINGTON’S CLAIM 


Mr. Campbell said that Miss Warrington 
could have no claim unless the will was a 
legal one, because of loving relationship, and 
she could have no claim because of friend- 
ship, kindness, or desire, be it either guilty 
or innocent desire, because a stranger to a 
dead person's estate had no claim to it except 
under a will. The law said that that unless 
there was a valid will the only persons 
entitled to share in the estate were the 
relatives, and in this category was included 
the wife.

“HER LITTLE ADVENTURE” 


If Miss Warrington had been Mr, Cooney’s 
legal wife, and Mr. Cooney had died without 
making his will, she would have been en- 
titled only to a half-share in his estate. 
‘She took her little adventure over to Ire- 
land and remained here for a riod of 
eighteen or twenty months,”’ said Mr. Camp- 
bell. ‘*‘ And in respect of that, if this will 
is a good will, she is going to receive £10,000. 
That is £500 a month—not bad remuneration 
for an adventure over to Ireland for a lad 
who was previously employed at £1 a wee 
in Hampshire, and who aecepted employment 
oo Fia Cooney at £1 per week and her 

eep. 

Mr. Campbell commented on the manner 

in which the will was executed, and said 
that the evidence of Miss Dodd, one of the 
witnesses, was that at the time of the making 
of the will the plaintiff and McDonogh, the 
witness to the will, had to shout at the 
testator about the setting of a flat to keep his 
attention, and that at the moment when the 
dying man put his mark to the will she had 
her back turned. 
“ On that evidence,” Mr. Campbell con- 
cluded, ‘‘ you are asked to give Miss War- 
rington an estate worth £12,000. I stibmit 
and I suggest that on it you could not give 
her the least valuable piece of property owned 
by the testator.”’ 


“DRENCHED WITH MUD” 


Mr. Black, addressing the jury on behalf 
of the plaintiff, said that Mr. Fenelon had 
been twenty years engaged in his business 
in Dublin, and the. very fact that counsel had 
been unable to bring amy charge or cast any 
reflection on him apart bha the facts of the 
case was proof positive that Mr. Fenelon had 
held his head high in his profession in the 
city for twenty years. Tn this matter he had 
tried as an honourable man to prevent a 
catastrophe; 

it was @ terrible thing that a man in that 
position, who had done his best loyally to 
carry odt the intentions of his friend and 
employer, Should be for three days ‘‘ drenched 
and deluged with mud “ in that Court, and 
hear himself described as “a subtle and 
dangerous” liar.”? Mr. Fenelon had made 
about £50 a year net profit out of his work 
as agent for Mr, Cooney, and if the will was 
upheld he had no guarantee that he would be 
continued to carry on the same work for even 
twelve months. Was it to be believed that 
he would take the risk of drawing up a bogus 
will for the sum of £50? 


“NOT A BUTTERFLY ” 


Miss Warrington, said Mr. Black, was an 
English girl of respectable parentage, and her 
parents were broken-hearted over the error 
she had committed There was no reason 
why—living comfortably with her family—she 
should have taken a job such as she did, 
except that she had a love of country life, 
which led her to places remote from the 
amusements. of the town. ‘She was not a 
pleasure-iover, a butterfly or a gold digger, 
but a girl who was independent and anxious 
to strike out for herself—to live the life 
she preferred and not to be a burden to her 
famils

The Dartrey Memorial 


symbolised by the sale this week at 
Dartrey Castle, County Cavan, which, I 
hear, will be attended by many from 
Dublin. There is a good deal of interest 
in the fine piece of sculpture on the 
island, and which one hopes may be 
secured for this country. This marble 
group was erected by the first Lord 
Dartrey, the son of Thomas Dawson, an 
Irish member of Parliament and Alder- 
man of the City of Dublin, from whom 
Dawson street is named. The family were 
well-known bankers, their headquarters 
being in Sackville street, where the Tram- 
way Company’s offices now stand, and 
where until some seven years ago was the 
Sackville Club. Lord Dartrey had this 
monument raised to his wife, who died in 
child-birth. It was placed in her 
favourite retreat on the island in the lake. 
It shows a little child, with the figure of 
a man pointing to an angel hovering over- 
head. It was considered one of the finest 


exhibited at the first exhibition of the 
Royal Academy in London in 1769. The 
epitaph was written by the celebrated 
“ blue stecking ’’ Elizabeth Carter. Mr. 
Sadlier, of the Ulster King at Arms Office, 
wrote a description of the work for the 
Connoisseur some years ago, and the statue 
is well known among collectors. The 
monument recalls that time in the art 
world when sculpture superseded painting, 
and when the classical taste of the day 
suddenly changed from even the _ well- 
established artists, such as Reynolds and 
Gainsborough, discarding the paint brush 
for the art of the chisel when the sculptor 
came into his own.

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THE ART OF FRYING 
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Many people are under the impression 
that fried foods are indigestible. This is 
only true when food is fried in fat which 
is not hot enough, and which consequently 
penetrates the food, making it soggy and 
greasy. Fried food should be crisp, and 
there should be no trace of surplus grease 
about it. 

If you do not already possess a deep 
fat fryer and basket my advice is to get 
one as soon as possible, Melt up plenty 
of pure fat (lard is very good), and this 
can be left in the fat fryer for a week at 
a time, provided it is boiled up every two 
days when not being used.. Strain the fat 
into a jar and wash the pan out at the 
end of the week. 

Remember when fat bubbles it is not 
boiling. The bubbles are caused by the 
water in the fat which is being driven off 
as steam. The surface of the fat will be 
quite still and yo. will see a faint blue 
smoke rising when the fat is hot enough 
for frying, Remember also to keep the 
fat clean. If you are frying foods coated 
with breadcrumbs, pat well before im. 
mersing in the fat to remove all surplus 
crumbs, If crumbs are allowed to get 
into the fat they burn and stick to the 
pan and make cleaning more difficult. 
Not only is the actual process of {fry- 
ing a very quick one, but most dishes 
which are to be fried can be prepared 
beforehand, so it will only take you about 
five minutes to cook the meal. 

Here are a few suggestions: 


KROMESKIES. : 
1 oz. butter, 1 oz. flour, 4-pint stock or 
water, seasoning, 4 ozs. cooked minced 
meat, thin bacon rashers, coating batter. 
Melt the butter in a saucepan, add the 
flour and seasoning, cook for a minute, 
then add the stock. Stir over a moderate 
flame until the mixture becomes very 
thick and leaves the sides of the pan. 
Rerfove from flame and add minced meat. 
Spread on a plate to cool. Form into 
rissole shapes, wrap a piece of bacon 
round each, dip in batter and fry in 
hot fat two or three minutes until golden 
brown. Drain and serve at once.

This can be used for coating savoury 
rissoles, fish or fruits, such as apple

STAINED FLOWER VASES 


Have you noticed an unsightly greenish 
film coating the inside of your cut-glass 
flower vases after they have been in use 
for some time? This film is not easily 
removed by ordinary washing in soap and 
water, but will quickly disappear if you 
pour into the vase a solution of warm 
water and vinegar and let it stand for an 
hour or so, ‘he acid in the vinegar 
attacks the film and dissolves it. Wash 
the vase thoroughly after this treatment. 
The appearance of this film will be pre- 
vented if you are careful to remove all 
the leaves from that part of the stalk 
which is in water and remember it is 
most important to change the water every 
day. Half an aspirin tablet in the flower 
water will revive drooping flowers, and 
if you put a copper coin in the vase you 
will find that the stems of tulips will 
remain wpright., 


PRECIOUS PENCILS 


In these enlightened days there may 
still be some quaint péople who write with 
a stub of pencil, which they frequently 
mislay, Others, however, invest in a silver 
or gold pencil, which lasts them a life-

Potato 
chips will cook in one-third the time they 
take in a frying pan, and will be much 
crisper. Remember, though, to roll the 
chips in a kitchen cloth to remove surplus 
water before putting them into the hot 
fat, otherwise they will make it splash. 
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Jewels, the perfect background for a 
lovely woman, should be as much a part 
of her personality as her clothes and her 
style of hairdressing.

This is quite wrong, and apart 
from the “ subtle something ” that makes 
home-made bread taste so much better 
than others, it is much more economica 
In our grandmothers’ time most bread was 
home-made, and some of grandmother's 
recipes are with us still, though, unfortu- 
nately, they are seldom used _ tod-dar. 
Decide now to try your hand at bread 
making. Here are some simple recipes

the Nazis and sections of the Evangelical 
Church was made this week-end, says a 
Reuter Berlin telegram. 

Dr. Mueller, of Dahlem, near Berlin, 
head of the Confessional Church, handed 
over to Hitler’s Deputy, Herr Rudolf Hess, 
a memorandum setting out the standpoint 
of the opposition pastors. 

Herr Hess, it is understood, promised 
that he would give his careful considera- 
tion to the memorandum, and it is possible 
that during the coming week he may 
receive leaders of the opposition Church, 
including Pastor Niemoclier, the former 
submarine commander, who has been 
among the most outspoken protagonists in 
the Church dispute. One fact alone, how- 
ever, which must be a considerable obstacle 
to any settlement is the number of clergy- 
men and laymen of the Protestant faith 
still under arrest or banned from their 
parishes in different parts of Germany. 

The detention of four more pastors took 
place on Saturday at Darmstadt, where 
the Nazi authorities suspended a con- 
ference of the Evangelical clergy of the 
Province of Hesse. 

The detained pastors were the three 
organisers of the mecting, Dr. Wolf, Dr. 
Weinberger, and Dr. Knell; and Dr. 
Brandt, the head of the Bethel Seminaries 
for Missior’ries at Bielfeld, who was to 
have spoke 

The reason for this action is thought to 
have been the fact that several foreign 
clergy, including two from Switzerland. 
and pastors from other parts of Germany 
were attending the conference.

moved. from his post by the Central 
Executive Council of the U.S.S.R., says 
a Reuter Moscow telegram. The reason 
is stated by the Tass Agency to be “the 
disclosure of a transgression of duties of 
a criminal] nature committed by Yagoda.”’ 
Yagoda's case is to be handed over to 
the ores departments. 

Descri as '' the most feared man in 
Russia,’’ Yagoda was transferred from 
the Commissariat for Internal Affairs to 
the relatively unimportant Commissariat 
of Communications last September. This 
at the time roused speculation regarding 
the probability of further significant 
changes, and it was recalled that others 
who have fallen from official favour, such 
as Smirnoff (who was ¢xecuted with 
Zinovieff) and Rykoff, once Soviet Premier, 
had been delegated to the same office. 
Yagoda was connected with the “‘Ogpu ” 
from its inception, and figured prominently 
in the major stormy events of Stalin s 
administration, including the British 
ineers’ and Zinovieff trials. 

. Potemkin, the Soviet Ambassador 
to France, has been relieved of his 
diplomatic duties and appointed First 
Assistant Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
it is announced here by the Presidium of 
the Central Executive Committee of the 
U.S.S.R., says a Reuter Moscow telegram.

he and his brother had met with every kind 
of discomfort as they fought their way stage 
by stage in their determination to reach Aus- 
tralia. Now, in 1937, Sir Keith sat in a per- 
fectly-equipped aerial smoking room, rushing 
above the Mediterranean at twice the speed 
their pioneer craft had attained, and yet with 
a silence and comfort’ which would have 
uppeared almost incredible to the airmen who 
were making flying history in those imme- 
diately post-war days. 

After a thorough inspection of the flying- 
boat, Sir Keith Smith said that he thought 
one of the most valuable aspects of such a 
machine, in still further popularising air 
travel, lay in the amount of space it provided 
in its interior, with the ample size and head- 
room of its saloons; and with a promenade 
deck where’ passengers could walk up and 
down and watch the views below through the 
outlook windows. Such big machines as these, 
he felt. would dispose once and for all of that 
idea which many people still cherish—the idea 
that the cabin of a passenger aircraft has to 
be so small and narrow that it is impossible 
to get up and walk about while a machine is 
in the air. 


DOMINANT IMPRESSION 


One of Sir Keith Smith’s dominant im- 
pressions after completing this recent flight 
to Austra’ia was of the growing importance 
of air transport to the Empire as a whole. 
Though cables and wireless now fiashes the 
spoken word instantly from one end of the 
earth to the other, there is still the vital 
significance of personal talks and interviews 
hetween those engaged in government or in- 
dustry. And this is where air travel has its 
paramount value. At rates which are reason- 
able, in view of the time saved, it provides 
a method of long-distance travel far swifter 
than is possible by any other means. What 
wireless accomplishes for the svoken or 
written word, the airway accomplishes in the 
actual transport of passengers and mails at 
speeds which cause long journeys to shrink 
from months and weeks to a matter merely 
of days. 

Sir Keith Smith and his brother, in their 
magnificent flight in that ‘‘ Vimy’’ of long 
ago, risked their lives fora .great ideal. To- 
day Sir Keith Smith. flying by the modern 
airway, sees that ideal taking shane—sees 
the dreams that he and his brother dreamed 
being realised m actual fact. The Empire is 
taking to the air. Governments and adminis- 
trations are actively at work, and the new 
scheme of carrying all first-class mails with- 
out surcharge on the Kmbpire routes is just 
about to come into force.

NATIONAL. MATERNITY 
HOSPITAL 


ANNUAL MEETING OF 
GOVERNORS 


The annual meeting oí the Governors of 
the National Maternity Hospital, Hóolles 
street, Dublin, was held in the boardroom 
on Wednesday last. The Attorney-General 
(Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C.) presided. 
The Hon. Secretary presented the annual 
report and statement of accounts. The total 
ordinary income amounted to £9,237 7s. 8d., 
while the expenditure came to £12,711 16s, 
lid., showing a deficit of £3,474 9s. 3d. on 
the year. The vernors considered these 
figures very le górnosag As the result of 
careful maragement the expenditure was kept 
well down, showing a reduction of £300 on 
last year, while the income was greater by 
approximately £1,000, due to the very muc 
greater number of patients and students. In 
his report the Master (Dr. J. F. Cunning- 
ham) referred to the fact that the number of 
poor patierts had increased relatively much 
more than paying patients. Of the total 
admissions during the year 44 per cent. paid 
either nothing or less than 10s. per week, as 
compared with 37 per cent. last year. Owing 
to lack of accommodation 86 persons had to 
be refused admission during the past twelve 
months, which is a very small percentage of 
3,127, the total admitted to the hospital. 
Special mention was made of the successes 
which the nurses trained at the hospital 
obtained at the examinations held by the 
Central Midwives’ Board. There were 72 
candidates presented, of which 31 secured 
honours, while the highest marks awarded at 
the October examination were got by nurses 
frcm this hospital. 

A gold medal in obstetrics has been in- 
stituted, to be granted to the student of this 
hospital who obtaine the highest marks in 
an examination to be held annually. . The 
first examination was held in November, 
1936, at which Mr. Eamon de Valera obtained 
first place. 
At the end of the meeting the Attorney- 
General présented the medal to Dr. de 
Valera, and congratulated him on being the 


first to win this prize.

Before the Anglo-Egyptian 
Treaty of last autumn—in other words, 
while Egypt’s sovereignty was still more 
a matter of words than of fact—Nahas 
Pasha had the country solidly behind him. 
Since then his position has become less 
secure. He is challenged, on the one 
hand, by the remnant of “ Conservatives,”’ 
who were attached formerly to the old 
“ Palace Party.’’ There are the makings 
of a “ shirted ” party; and there is that 
nuisance of so many nations, the student 
body—which, in the case of Egypt, would 
sweep all foreigners into the sea. Nahas 
Pasha is a strong man and a fine states. 
man; but he must maintain, his prestige 
against the assault of these opponents if 
he is to stay the course. A useful settle- 
ment at Montreux would be the best 
possible source of prestige. If Nahas can 
return to Cairo with the assurance that 
the financial “' capitulations ’ 
end, so that henceforth foreigners will 
bear the same burden of taxation as native 
Egyptians, and that the native courts, 
‘within a reasonable space of time, will be 
supreme throughout the land, he will have 
done much to stabilise his position. A 
stable Government is sorely needed. Egypt 
is one of those countries which, whether 
by virtue of their geographical position or 
for some other reason, never can be com- 
pletely free from danger. She stands at 
the meeting of the world’s waters, the 
junction of three continents; and her in- 
dependence will demand perpetual watch 
and ward. Thanks to the withdrawal of 
British troops, her first need is to ensure 
her own defences. The process will 
demand not only money in abundance, but 
freedom from internal distractions; and 
it is essential that she sha]l know exactly 
how she will stand for at least the next ten 
years. Nahas Pasha and his Government 
cannot afford to waste time on the constant

H. M. Pollock 


In the person of the Right Honourable 
H. M. Pollock not alone Northern Ireland, 
but the British Empire, has lost one of 
its notable sons. He had reached a ripe, 
old age; but he died in harness, and 
mentally he was as active as many men 
less than half as old as he was. Mr. 
Pollock was among the architects of the 
Northern State. From the very beginning 
he was associated with Ulster’s fight 
against Home Rule. Being an acute man 
of affairs and an authority on finance, he 
was able to render valuable service to the 
Unionist Party during the political 
campaign that immediately preceded the 
Great War, and it was obvious that 
either in an all-Ireland Parliament or in 
a Parliament for the North alone he 
would be the outstanding figure in 
financial matters. H. M. Pollock had a 
complete mastery of his subject. He 
brought to his high office as Minister of 
Finance in the Northern Government a 
grasp of detail, as well as a comprehension 
of financial principles, which had a marked 
effect on the administration of the six 
counties’ monetary affairs, and even his 
political opponents were unable to find 
serious fault with his conduct of a difficult 
post. During his tenure of office in Belfast 
Mr. Pollock was responsible for no fewer 
than fourteen Budgets—a record for any 
Finance Minister in the British Common- 
wealth. On every occasion he produced a 
surplus, and his Budget speeches wero 
models of brevity and lucidity.. He had 
been a member of the Belfast Harbour 
Board for thirty-six years. He had been 
Chairman of the Belfast Chamber of 
Commerce, and filled virtually every office 
of distinction that the commercial and 
industrial life of his city had to offer. 
When the Irish Convention was estab- 
lished in 1917, in a well-meaning, but ill 
fated, effort to bring about a settlement 
of the Irish question by agreement, Mr. 
Pollock was chosen by the Ulster Unionists 
to represent the case against Home Rule 
from the financial point of view. The 
late Mr. George Russell (AE) was put 
up by the Nationalists; but, as an expert 
on finance, he was no match for Mr. 
Pollock, whose opening statement on the 
subject of Ireland’s fiscal relations with 
Great Britain by general consent was a 
brilliant piece of work. Mr. Pollock is 
the first member of the Northern Cabinet 
to die since the inauguration of the 
Belfast Parliament. One other member, 
Sir Edward Archdale, retired some time 
ago on account of his age; but Mr. 
Pollock’s death is the first real breach in 
the Stormont circle. Doubtless, he will 
be. replaced by one of his colleagues in 
Viscount Craigavon’s Ministry.. Mr. 
Milne Barbour. for example, has depu- 
tised for him on the rare occasions on 


which he has been absent from his office. 


His death, however, will cause a vacancy 
which must be filled by a new-comer to 
Cabinet rank, and Lord Craigavon’s choice 
will be awaited with interest by his sup- 
porters and his critics alike. It will be 
diffcult—if not, indeed, impossible—to 
find another man of H: M. Pollock's 
calibre. Men of his stamp are growing 
increasingly rarer, and the world is ail 
the poorer for their loss. He was one of 
the old school—inflexible alike in prin- 


ciple and purpose, a stern moralist, but

The Schleswig-Holstein 


Yesterday the German battleship 
Schleswig-Holstein left Scotsman’s Bay 
after a week that we trust will linger as 
pleasantly in the memory of Captain 
Krause and his ship's company as. it 
certainly will in that of the citizens of 
Dublin. During the few days of the visit 
some ten thousand persons visited the ship ; 
and everybody was delighted not only by 
the courtesy of the reception offered, but 
no less by the qualities of the ship and 
her crew. Previous generations of Dublin 
citizens were more familiar with ships 
of war in Scotsman’s Bay than are those 
of to-day; at times large fleets would 
visit Dublin and remain anchored there 
for fairly long periods, during which ships 
were open to visitors, and crews and 
citizens fraternised. It may be that 
curiosity impelled many of the visitors to 
the Schleswig-Holstein to do all that was 
possible to see the inside of a modern 
battleship. When that first curiosity had 
been satisfied, however, the cordiality, the 
obvious friendliness, of officers and men 
alike, induced a response which should do 
much to make the younger Germany better 
known and more clearly comprehended 
than has been possible in the absence of 
such visits. Thirty-five years have passed. 
since a German battleship anchored in 
Scotsman’s Bay: and then a great fleet 
came, with the ex-Kaiser’s brother, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, in command. So many 
changes have come to pass in those thirty- 
five years, so much bitterness and so much 
misunderstanding, that the renewal of 
intercourse is something that we most 
heartily welcome. Whatever views the 
citizens of Saorstadt Eireann may have 
upon the political philosophy of con- 
temporary Germany—and we do not think 
that there is much doubt on that score— 
they demonstrated in the clearest 
possible way that politics are not per- 
mitted to interfere with the cordial—even 
enthusiastic—reception of our German 
guests. We have been honoured by their 
visit to us, and we hope that there may 
be many similar visits in the future. On 
their side the conduct and behaviour of the 
visiting officers and men was of the most 
punctilious kind ; they were in every way 
exemplary, and their fraternisation with 
Dublin’s citizens was a ready recognition 
of the fact. For a week these young sea- 
men, many of whom will be the officers of 
the German Navy of the immediate future, 
have been with us and of us: we hope they 
remember us kindly and come again, 


New Coins 


There is something quite moving about 
the issue of new coins—a kind of excite- 
ment which transmits itself to almost 
every member of the community. A new 
national flag or a new stamp provokes 
wild emotion among flag and stamp 
collectors ; but they are things which never 
can become so much the private property 
of the individual as new coins. In the 
early days of a new issue it will be found 
that people are inclined to hoard their 
new coins and to spend their old ones; 
they even will proffer a pound note in 
payment for a packet of cigarettes rather 
than spend the new shilling which they 
have come to regard as a talisman. This 
pleasant silliness persists until the new 
coins become so numerous that they no 
longer bear an entertainment value. The 
people of England are about to enjoy that 
game; for their new coins are full of 
novelty. The head of George VIL., 
naturally, is the most important change ; 
but in the coins of smaller denominations 
there is a number of outstanding depar- 
tures from tradition. Firstly, there will 
be a Royal wren on the farthing, and he 
will appear—just as our pigs, horses and 
hens—in his natural form, without mal- 
treatment from the heraldic experts. 
Then on the halfpenny there appears a 
late fifteenth century galleon in full sail. 
The penny has received back its light- 
house; but it is the threepenny bit—or, 
rather,*one of the threepenny bits—that 
should arouse the greatest interest. This 
threepenny bit will have twelve straight 
sides, which inclose a small bunch of 
thrift—happy choice. Another coin of the 
same denomination will be struck, and 
this one will bear the incuse shield: of 
St. George, in honour of the King’s name- 
saint. On the sixpence there is the 
crowned Imperial monogram; and thus 
the monogram appears for the first time 
in English history, A compliment has 
been paid to the Queen in one of the two 
new shillings; for it will bear on its 
reverse side the King’s Crest for Scotland. 
The other shilling differs only in minor 
details from the 1927 issue. Lastly, there 
is an arrangement of four shields in the 
form of a cross on the new fforins. What 
a pity it is that our farmyard designs 
cannot be affected by any change of 
Governmeont—or, perhaps, something may 
come of the new Head of the State.

Libera] Attitude to Spain

carefully abstained from voting on the 
Socialist motion censuring the Government 
for failure to give protection to Britis) 
merchant ships on their lawful occasions. 
Only one Liberal member dared to vote 
with the Government. He was Mr. H. 
Holdsworth, member for Bradford South. 
The Liberals defended their attitude to-day 
by asserting that Sir John Simon s assur- 
ance that British merchant ships would bo 
fully protected on the high seas up to tlic 
three-mile limit of Spanish waters removed 
their anxiety, quite ignoring the point that 
Mr. Baldwin had given a similar assur- 
ance earlier in the week. 


Anglo- Japanese Friendship 


Berlin has been somewhat annoyed by 
the fact that Japan has sent “ Divine 
Wind ” on a mission of congratulation to 
this country, flying to London direct 
instead of paying a call on Germany. The 
fact that the machine has been financed 
by a newspaper, and that the mission is 
entirely a private one, makes little differ- 
ence to Germany’s feelings, inasmuch as 
it had been hoped that the wooing of 
Japan during the past few months would 
have been sufficiently effective to entitle 
Germany to share a compliment which has 
been devoted exclusively to Britain. It is 
not unlikely that Germany may have 
further surprises in this direction ; for in 
diplomatic quarters there ts talk of an 
exchange of views between this country 
and Japan, conducted through the Ambas- 
sadors. A movement is developing for a 
new Anglo-Japanese understanding and the 
visit of Prince Chichibu for the Coronation 
has done much to enhance the feeling. It 
is understood that the British Government 
view the possibility of a better understand- 
ing with the island Empire with apprecia- 
tion, .In this connection it is not unlikely 
that when Mr. Chamberlain becomes Prime 
Minister there will be conversations with 
foreign countries of a most interesting 
character. One series of talks will be in 
connection with the position in the Eastern 
Mediterranean ; these will take place with 
Kemal Pasha. in Europe it is quite 
possible that there will be a new alignment 
of view, since Dr. 
(Germany no longer excludes Russia from 
a European entente.

The British Film Industry 


The House of Lords is to have a de- 
bate next week on the British film in- 
dustry, when Lord Strabolgi will: move 
that a flourishing British cinema in 
dustry is of increasing importance, and 
that all practical steps be taken to assist 
its foundation on a firm basis. Lord 
Strabolgi will be supported by Lord 
Moyne, who was chairman of the depart- 
mental committee which recently issued a 
report on the film industry, making re- 
commendations for the future of the 
Quota Act. Lord .Templemore will 
probably reply for the Government, and 
it is hoped in film circles that he will in- 
dicate the views of the Government on 
the subject. The presenf Quota Act will 
expire next year, and one of the recom- 
mendations of Lord Muyne's committee 
for its continuance was that a film com- 
mission should be set up with persons 
from outside the industry to administer 
the Act if renewed. 


A Liberal Summer School 


The Liberal Party is to give considera- 
tion to dictatorship when the 17th Liberal 
Summer School opens in Cambridge at the 
end of July. The proceedings are to be 
devoted to a comparative study of the 
rival ideologies and political econofnic 
systems which are produced in various 
European countries. The syllabus has 
been arranged into three parts, The first 
will deal with Fascism in theory and in 
practice; the second with Communism in 
theory and in practice; and as a solace to 
the Liberal mind the third will be govern- 
ment, democratic in theory, and as 
practised in the United Kingdom. , In the 
two former cases lectures will be delivered 
by experts, and not by strong adherents 
or opponents to the system under dis- 
cussion.

The announcement of the death of Mr. 
Pollock came as a shock to the Northern 
House of Commons. Immediately after 
questions Lord Craigavon, who appeared 
jto be much distressed, rose and paid a 
tribute to the memory of Mr. Pollock, and 
the House then adjourned as a mark of 
sympathy and respect. 

The Prime Minister, having made the 
announcement, said that the duties that 
devolved on one in his position from time 
to time were sometimes very painful. The 
staggering blow that had just been dealt 
to Ulster—knowledge of which had reached 
him only a few minutes before—had pre- 
vented him even from connecting his 
thoughts in order to present to the House 
a proposition in respect of the memory 
of their lamented and dear friend. 
He was sure that all sides of the House 
would sympathise with him in the situa- 
tion in which he found himself. 

Words failed to convey feelings at any 
time when a close friend departed this life, 
but here something larger was at stake. 
It was not only a close personal and very 
dear -friend, but one of the most distin- 
tinguished sons of Ulster that had 
suddenly left them. Only a short time ago 
he was sitting in the House in his usual 
health. He was a man who possessed the 
courage of a lion and at the same time 
the tender heart of a woman. He was, 
perhaps, more responsible than anyone else 
for the establishment of their Constitution, 
the setting up of their Parliament, and all 
the civil services that went to make up & 
Federal community such as theirs. 


HE NEVER FLINCHED- 


From the very first he had to face a 
great deal of difficulty, and, as they all 
had, a considerable amount of criticism. 
He lived to a ripe age, and he had never 
flinched from what he considered was his 
duty to the Ulster people. 

Lord Craigavon added that the Parlia- 
ment buildings, the new Law Courts, and 
many of the other buildings which went 
towards beautifying the North were due to 
Mr. Pollock’s great anxiety that they 
should possess in Northern Ireland nothing 
but the best. His very artistic sense 
coupled with his financial genius, con- 
tributed to the success of many of their 
undertakings. 

If there was one thing which Mr. 
Pollock possessed it was the quality of 
leadership. He led the people in what he 
thought was the right way. He asked 
them sometimes to make heavy sacrifices, 
He did not believe in promises, but they 
could all see the reward to-day in the pros.

How much of that was due to Mr.

DUNDALK’S 
VAGRANT GOATS 


FOURTEEN SHOT AFTER 
“ TRIAL ”

DUNDALK, Thursday. 


For years wandering goats have plagued 
the citizens of Dundalk, They have eaten 
the shrubs in suburban gardens, parked 
themselves for the night in doorways in the 
Main street of the town, and have been the 
subject of many discussions at the Urban 
Council. 

The first practical effort to deal with them 
was made this week, when the Guards 
rounded up seventeen goats. . 

At the District Court to-day, before 
District Justice Goff, Superintendent 
McDonagh asked for an order for sale or 
destruction of the goats, which, he said, were 
becoming a ár sm nuisance at the moment 
when growth is beginning in the gardens. 
The Guards were handicapped for want of a 
pound. ‘They had these seventeen goats in 
the barrack yard, the walls of which were 
pretty high, but not high enough for the 
goats, which were jumping over them. The 
goats were collected in one night, and forty- 
eight-hour netices had been posted. 

Sergeant Rahilly said that there were vo 
owners for at least six of the goats. 


HORSES ALSO 
Superintendent McDonagh said that im 
addition to the 17 goats, six horses were 
running loose through the demesne (a 
suburban area), smashing and eating all 
before them. If something could not be 
done about this nuisance people might as 
well leave their houses. 

The Justice suggested the sale of the goats, 
but Sergeant Rahilly said that no one would 
buy them. 

Superintendent McDonagh criticised the 
failure of the Urban Council to provide a 
pound to keep the town free from the wander- 
ing goats. Between the County Council and

A yesterday, Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY (Vice- 

President of the Executive Council) 
said that the House would sit to-day (Friday), 
and from Tuesday next week. 

On the financial resolution covering the 
Budget proposals, Mr. DILLON. (U.L., 
Donegal) said that they had it on no less 
an authority than that most. distinguished 
mathematician, President de Valera, that the: 
taxable capacity of this country compared 
with that of Great Britain was as one to 
sixty-six, and to question any of the 
oóiter dicta of the President was high treason. 
In fact, it was forecast in the Jrish Press 
that anybody who criticised that gentleman 
and his policy would, in any other country, 
be judged guilty of sabotage, and deserved to 
be tried for a criminal offence. He did not 
know whether this was a shadow forecast of 
coming event’ by that particular journal, over 
which the President presided so effectively, 
calling on the House and country to institute 
a Soviet system of sabotage trials for anyone 
who contradicted him. 

In this country they had taken to accumu. 
lating the Budget surplus by the dexterous 
device of borrowing as much as is necessary 
to produce the desired result. This year they 
were informed it was proposed to borrow 
£1,970.000. Again applying to that the yard 
stick of sixty-six to one, he could imagine 
the dismay that would seize Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s audience at Westminster if he an- 
nounced that he had calculated having a 
surplus, and then added, in parentheses, 
after borrowing £130,000,000. Or they could 
picture what would happen in the French 
Chamber if there the French Minister an- 
nounced he would have a surplus after bor- 
rowing 13 million francs. But they were 
told by the Minister for Finance that this 
borrowing was a harmless thing. 


“HAPPY DAYS” 


His mind went back to the happy days of 
1933, when they were told that unemploy- 
ment was a non-recurring item. It was to 
be done away with, and they were to start 
housing schemes to provide houses for the 
returning emigrants who would be rushing 
back to. this country. The previous night 
that budding statesman, Deputy Smith, of 
Cavan, turned on the Labour Party and said: 
“We cannot solve the unemployment 
problem. How would you solve it?” Thus 
unemployment had not proved to be the 
passing symptom they were told it was, and 
were they not wise to contemplate the per- 
manence of export bounties in their financial 
system? The plain fact was that unemploy- 
ment continued and grew as a result of 
Fianna Fail policy, and that export bounties 
continued and grew as a result of Fianna Fail 
policy. 

If Fianna Fail were to continue the per- 
manent Government then the borrowing 
could not be justified. They had to judge 
the Minister on his record and claim, and 
it was true to say that this borrowing, if 
they assumed that the Minister had in mind 
his return to office, was borrowing ‘to finance 
the reductions he had made on the food 
taxes. The House would recall that 
the Minister had put on these taxes on 
food a few years ago, and he was now being 
forced to the desperate expedient that, in 
order to keep food in the mouths of the 
eople, he had to borrow money. The 
inister proposed to borrow an amount 
almost equivalent to what he was taking off 
food taxes. When they came to examine 
the concessions they discovered that the 
taxes the Minister had taken off some things 
he had put on to bacon. ‘He was doing this 
by a subterfuge. Bacon was making 90s. a 
ewt. in the British market, and it was 120s. 
here, but the Irish producer was only getting 
67s, a cwt. for his pig. 

This was being done in conspiracy with 
the Minister for Agriculture in order to 
relieve the Exchequer of the export bounties 
which the Minister for Finance would have 
to pay. The Minister for Agriculture pro- 
fessed ignorance of this transaction, but he 
(Mr. Dillon) said that it was being carried 
on. with the knowledge and connivance of 
the Minister for Agriculture and the Minister 
for Finance to relieve the Exchequer of the 
payment of export bounties. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacENTEE)—Would the deputy be good 
enough to tell the House what revenue ac- 
count secures any gain? 

Mr. DILLON—The Minister is trying to 
fool his own party, and he may succeed; but 
he will not fool the intelligent section of the 
House. The fund on which this money ought 
to appear, but does not appear because the 
finance accounts at present are being drawn 
for the purpose of deceiving the people, is 
the export bounties, and on the other side 
ought to be put an item of revenue or deficit. 
That item is out of the accounts.

THE PEOPLE'S BURDEN 


Mr. DILLON said that the Minister had 
spoken for two hours and seventeen minutes 
the previous day, weaving a web of yen 
tion, and now when exposure came he could 
not keep quiet for ten minutes. He asked 
the House to pay particular attention to that. 
He went on to say that the bacon curers of 
this country were being aided and abetted by 
the Government to charge consumers exces- 
sive prices in order to compensate themselves 
for the failure of the Minister for Finance to 
pay the export bounties on bacon to the 
British market which the Minister for Agr 
culture compelled them to send to that market 
every month. The fact that a working man 
earning 21s. a week was paying 3s. 8d. tax 
on every 17s. worth of groceries he purchased 
was inequitable, unjust and oppressive. Since 
when had it become a matter for eongratula- 
tion in any sane country when the rate of 
taxation was rising? 

The Customs revenue on goods still 
imported was £1,750,000 greater than when 
all the things which the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce said he had stopped coming in 
were being imported. All the commodities 
on which Customs duties were collected, and 
which appeared to make up the extraordinary 
sum of £10,000,000, were being consumed 
by the peopie, and that £10,000,000 was 
coming out. of the pockets of the people. 
Over and above that the House should 
remember that tariffs of 50, 60 and 75 per 
cent. were being availed of by the manu- 
facturers in this country to charge what they 
alleged to be an economic price for the 
products which they were producing. The 
increased cost of those was being borne by 
the people. 

They had been told that the revenue from 
tobacco had greatly increased, but the Chair- 
man of the Imperial Tobacco Company had 
stated recently that th’ more intense un- 
employment became the higher were the sales 
of tobacco. That was not difficult to under- 


stand. 
RURAL CONDITIONS 


The great trouble was that the Minister

MAKING A DESERT 


Mr. DILLON said that there was no use 
imagining that they could build up industry 
by strangling international trade. The doc- 
trine of economic self-sufficiency must lead 
to war, and they must make it clear that 
they were not prepared to maintain tariff 
walls with the dead ies of Irishmen, They 
could not sell abroad they did not buy 
abroad, and the prudent course was to do 
both in moderation, Extravagant free trade 
was just as dangerous as extraxagant self- 
sufficiency, and it was the extremists of both 
policies that were a danger to world peace. 

The cost of living must be reduced, he 
said. While the world price of wheat was 
rising, the Government, by its political folly, 
kept the price of what the Irish people had 
to sell down to bedrock. If their markets 
had been left to them their produce would 
have commanded a rising price for those 
who had to buy from them to counteract the 
rising price of wheat this country had to 
buy. The people would not starve to satisfy 
the vanity of a political leader. The Govern- 
ment were making a desert of the sweat É 
and if they continued to do that the people 
would either fly the country or upset the 
State. If they brought the country to the 
stage where it could not meet its obligations, 
no man or combination of men would be able 
to bring the State right again. 


THE STATE’S CREDIT

MINISTER TARES A 
DIFFERENT VIEW 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said it would appear that the 
Opposition was hoping for a worsening of 
economic conditions to induce the people to 
turn against the Government at the elections. 
Whatever the Opposition could do to damage 
the credit of the State by their speeches they 
were doing it. Taking unemployment as a 
standard of the economic conditions in the 
country, and judging by that standard, they 
were not half as badly off as they were in 
Northern Ireland, and were slightly better 
off than in Great Britain. In Denmark they 
had about fifty per cent, more unemployed 
than they had in the Free State, and in each 
week of this year the number of registered 
unemployed in this country had been thirty 
to forty thousand less than the corresponding 
week of last year. By the ordinary standards 
economic conditions in most countries were 
not better than they were here, and in some 
they were worse, while conditions here were 
steadily improving. The obvious solution of 
the emigration question was to find more and 
remunerative employment for those who were 
leaving. The continuance of emigration was 
proof that the work the Government had set 
out to do in building up the economic struc- 
ture of the country was not quite complete. 
Their statistics showed that for three years 
before the change of Government in 1931 
there had been a steady decline in employ- 
ment. 

Mr. DILLON—And no emigration, 

Mr. LEMASS said that between 1929 and 
1931 the number of people engaged in agri- 
culture declined. 

Mr. F. MacDERMOT (Ind., Roscommon) — 
The Minister will admit that in those years 
there was world-wide depression, 

Mr. LEMASS said he was not blaming the 
previous Gevernment for the world depres- 
sion, but he was blaming them for thei:

Proceeding, Mr, LEMASS said that the 
Unemployment Fund was heavily in debt 
when they. came into office, but under the 
present Government they had taken the sum 
of £250,000 from that fund to help unemploy- 
ment insurance, and in each year since there 
had been an improvement. To-day the fund 
stood free of debt, and they could contem- 
plate the possibility of a surplus at the rate 
of £200,000 a vear. That, he contended, 
was an indication of how economic conditions 
had improved. In 1931 the State was faced 
with the. position in which the value of 
agricultural products had declined in two years 
by thirteen million pounds, There was a decline 
in their agricultural’ exports, and a decline 
in agricultural and industrial employment. 
If, as Deputy Dillon said, their present 
economic conditions were the worst in the 
world, then they were obviously much worse 
in 1931. because since then there had been 
an increase in the number of persons engaged 
in agriculture, a substantial increase in the 
number employed in industry, @ substantia! 
increase in the volume and value of their 
industrial production. None of these state- 
ments could be contested. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.L,

Mr. LEMASS went on to say that there 
had been an increase of about 73,000 in em- 
ployment.

The Government had fixed the guar- 
anteed price of wheat at 27s. 6d. per barrel, 
but the price of Australian wheat was 30s. 
and Manitoba wheat 34s. a barrel to-day. The 
circumstances which induced the Government 
to guarantee the price of wheat to the Irish 
farmer had been completely reversed from a 
year.ago, when the world price was 13s. to 
15s. a barrel. The increased world price of 
flour was responsible for the increased price 
of bread to the consumer here, If the present 
high world prices continued for any time some 
steps would have to be taken in order to pre- 
vent any undue increase in the price of flour 
here. 

There was no evidence of a decline in the 
consumption of the ordinary classes of goods 
such as boots and shoes and wearing apparel. 
There was evidence of increased consumption 
of certain luxury products, such as tobacco 
beer and motor cars, There were increas 
attendances at cinemas, football matches, and 
other sporting fixtures. The increased expen- 
diture had made possible the reductions in 
taxation this year. He did not intend to deal 
with the increased price of bacon. The Minis- 
ter for Agriculture was taking certain action 
in the matter. What the steps were or what 
the results would be he did not know. But. if 
pig production was to be made economic for 
the farmer measures would have to be adopted 
to secure an economic price for pigs.

Budget as a 
“Bread. and Butter Budget "—in other 
words, as a Budget which brought relief to 
the poorer of the people, and. he had noticed 
the heading: ‘‘ Welcome relief to harassed 
housewives." It made them think there was 
something. substantial in the reliefs given. 
If they examined the price of bread alone, 
they would find that the hidden taxation 
there was four times more than the amount 
of the total relief afforded by the Budget. 
The price of bread here was 2d. per foat 
more than in London, and that amounted to 
lés, in the sack. With two million six 
hundred thousand sacks of flour consumed 
annually, it meant that the people were pay- 
ing two million pounds more for their bread 
than they should be paying. 

Sugar had been roughly 33d. per 1b., and 
now the net cost would be Be per Jb.; but 
the working man in England could buy his 
sugar for 2d, per lb. A calculation showed 
that the difference meant that the Free State 
consumers were paying £16 a ton more for 
sugar, which represented a total of £1,600,000 
a year, which really was a tax on the people. 
So that between bread and sugar they were 
being over-taxed to the extent of over 
£3,000,000. 

Dr. RYAN denied that the deputy’s figures 
were correct. 

_Mr. O'NEILL said that the figures he had 
given were true, and exposed the humbug 
and frandulent claim made by the Minister 
for Finance that the Fianna Fail Government 
was reducing the cost of living. The cost of 
food to-day was at its highest peak since the 
Great War. He then dealt with the cost of 
bacon, and asked why they had to pay 146s.

HEN the case came up for hearing

Mary Kearns, both of Corker, eter were 

indicted on eleven counts on charges in- 

volving fraud, torgery and conspiracy, Mary 

Kearns pleaded guilty to all the charges. and 

was called as a witness in the case against 

McDermott, who pleaded not guilty to all 

the charges. 
After a hearing lasting two days the jury 

disagreed, and both accused persons were 
sent back to prison for retaiel next June. 
Mr. Barra O’Briain, prosecuting, said that 

Michael McDermott owned about 200 acres 

of land. He was a married man, whose wife 

was alive. Mary Kearns, who spent some 

time in America, was the daughter of a 

man whose land adjoined McDermott’s. 

Some time in the summer of 1936 McDermott 

said that an aunt of Mary Kearns in America 

was negotiating with him for the purchase 
of his farm. When speaking to the manager 
of the Bank of teslénd in Elphin McDermott 
told him the same thing, and that he would 
be able then to discharge his debt to the 
bank. In October following the two 
defendants were driving about the country 
in a hired motor car sal stayed at a number 
of hotels, occupying the same apartments 
in some of these. On November á Mary 

Kearns presented herself at the office of Mr. 

Delany, State Solicitor, Longford, and asked 

Mr. Brannigan, a solicitor, to accompany her 

to McDermct:’s house, at Corker, in con- 

They went there and 
subsequently to the office of McDermott’s 
solicitor in Strokestown and inspected the 
deeds, and Mr. Brannigan took particulars.

SCIENTISTS MEET- 
CORK PROFESSOR’S 
ADDRESS 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Thursday. 


Professor Josephy Reilly, of Cork Uni- 
versity, addressed two hundred British 
scientists on '' Physico-chemical Problems In- 
volved in Distillation ” at Burlington House, 
Piccadilly, to-night. Supported by Dr, 
A. J. V. Underwood and Dr. E. H. Farmer, 
he was opening a joint discussion between 
members of the Chemical Society and the 
Society of Chemical Industry. 

Dr. Reilly, reviewing the subject of dis- 

tillation under various heads, referred to the 
present-day importance*of organic hquids pre- 
pared on a huge industrial scale, and, in this 
connection, mentioned absolute alcohol manu- 
factured by the Melle or the Merck process, 
The separation of liquids under varying con- 
ditions might often best be studied by 
utilising the idea of relative volatility, he 
said, 
Dr. Carr, who led the discussion following 
the lectures, said that scientists hoped that 
the methods of ‘‘short-path’’ distillation 
described might soon be within the reach of 
all. Such methods opened up an entirely new 
technique, so complex, however, that perfec- 
tion had not yet been obtained, even with 
the very ——— apparatus involved. Such 
perfection, however, was not far away.
